earth's form, namely, to change tho 
earth from a sphere to an ellipse 
This extra (train often acts upon the 
weak spots In the earth's crust caus- 
ing them to give way and thus pro- 
ducing earthquakes or volcanic erup- 
tions 


"On Wednesday It happens that the 


planet Mars Is also nearest to tho 
earth and also almost dlrecUv in line 
with the earth, sun,,and moon, while 
Saturn Is not far from the same line 
Jupiter, although far on the.other side 
of the* sun. Is also In a line nlth the 
earth
